COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
Ohio House is certain to pass to­ 
day and send to the Senate the 
second major appropriation bill of 
the session. It will allot $27 mil­ 
lion to operate the Department 
of Highway Safety the next two 
years. 
The action will follow last week’s 
near-unanimous action in sending 
to the Senate a $739-million bill 
to keep the highway-building pro 
gram 
rolling 
for 
another 
two 
years. 
Highlight of Monday night’3 ac­ 
tion wa* a 29-0 favorable Senate 
vote on a bill to make Ohio me 
first state in the union to permit 
individual ownership of apartment 
units, a practice never adopted 
in the United States but which 
dates back to ancient Europe. 
Usually, all appropriations from 
highway and general funds are 
lumped together in a general bill. 
The Republican Rhodes administ­ 
ration has decided to split the ap­ 
propriations from highway funds 
away from those from general tax 
funds. 
It doesn’t mater too much be­ 
cause, 
under 
the 
constitution, 
highway money can be spent only 
for highway purposes. 
The real fight will come over 
the 
disposition

state 
funds—the $1.5 billion to $1.7 bill­ 
ion which pay for things like 
schools, mental health and wel­ 
fare in the next two years.

Rail Unions Set 
For Labor Talks 


CHICAGO (AP)—Five railroad 
unions, representing 210,000 en­ 
train employes and seeking to 
save the possible elimination of 
65,000 jobs, will meet with the na­ 
tion’s carriers next week in a 
climactic session of their long dis­ 
pute over changes in work rules. 
The new bargaining talks were 
set for March 13 after the U.S. 
Supreme Court Monday upheld 
the right of the railroads to make 
sweeping changes in work rules 
to eliminate jobs regarded by the 
carriers as unnecessary. The lines 
claim what they term antiquated 
work rules cost them $600 million 
a year.

Lausche Seeks 
No Union Vote 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
Sen 
Frank J. Lausche, D-Ohio, says 
he believes that when a person 
votes in a union representation 
election, he ought to be able to 
vote for no union at all. 
The senator told colleagues he 
had received a letter from a con­ 
stituent, employed by United Air 
Lines, complaining that there was 
no space on the ballot in which 
he could say, “No, I do not want 
to belong to a union.” 
Rather, the constituent wrote, 
he could only elect representation 
by the Brotherhood of Railway 
Clerks, by the Machinists Union 
or by “any other organization.” 
Lausche said he has been ad­ 
vised that this point is now be­ 
fore the courts but said that if 
the ruling was against a “no 
union” box on the ballot, he be­ 
lieves Congress should step into 
the matter to aflow “open and 
free elections with an opportunity 
for all views to be given.’

Switch Cited 
In Rail Mishap 


NORTHRIDGE, Calif. (AP) — 
Police say a 
tampered switch 
sent a train carrying 118 pas­ 
sengers 
hurtling down 
a 
spur 
line at 60 miles an hour—straight 
toward a warehouse full of vola­ 
tile chemicals. 
But the twin diesels of the 
Southern Pacific Coast Daylight 
couldn’t make the turn, jumped 
from the rails and plowed to a 
halt in loose earth. The train 
stopped, without overturning, on­ 
ly IOO feet from the warehouse. 
Eleven persons were hurt in the 
derailment Monday. 
But o n l y 
three were hospitalized, and all 
escaped serious injury. Said en­ 
gineer Frank C. Iverson: 
“The Lord had his arm around 
us.”

They maintain that the present 
work rules and the jobs they pro­ 
vide are necessary for safe and 
efficient operation of trains. 
Chairman Leverett Edwards of 
the National Mediation Board said 
that if no agreement is reached 
at the new bargaining sessions 
and a strike is called, a new 
presidential emergency board will 
be named to study the dispute. 
That would automatically delay 
both a strike and the carrying .out 
of the rules changes for at least 
60 days. 
J. E. Wolfe, chairman of the 
National Railway Labor Confer­ 
ence and chief negotiator for the 
carriers, said that “certainly the 
union 
leaders 
know 
that 
this 
country can and will not stand for 
a nationwide railrotd strike.” 
The Supreme Court’s riling by 
an 8-0 vote upheld the U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court and the U.S. Circuit 
Court in Chicago which ruled last 
summer that the railroads have a 
right to overhaul the work rules. 
The work rules changes, an­ 
nounced last summer by the rail 
roads, are based on recommenda­

Water Problem 
Proven Worst 
In 4 Years

Drizzle, fog and mist replaced 
heavy rain in most areas of Ohio 
overnight, lessening danger of any­ 
thing aDproximating the winter 
floods of January 1959. 
In C o l u m b u s , where Gov. 
James A. Rhodes set up a state 
flood headquarters in his office, 
there was 
concern that rising 
Alum Creek might cover many 
East Side bridges during the after­ 
noon. 
But Monday’s heavy rains, ac­ 
cumulating as much as 4.6 inches 
around Chillicothe, combined with 
snow and ice run-off and deep­ 
frozen, non - absorbant ground, 
gave the state its worst high- 
water problems in four years. 
Scores of families were maroon­ 
ed, hundreds evacuated and thou­ 
sands inconvenienced. There were 
numerous reports of persons being 
routed from their homes or cut 
off from the outside by inundated 
highways. 
Among them were some 50 fam­ 
ilies 
at Newtown in 
Jefferson 
County. The Red Cross in that 
community was awaiting the ar­ 
rival of boats, being brought m 
by a special Nickel Plate Rail­ 
road train, to rescue 200 Newtown 
residents. Water in the commun­ 
ity had reached depths up to 12 
feet, the Red Cross said.

Panel OKs 
Extension 
Of Draft 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A bill to 
extend the draft for four years 
won unanimous approval of the 
House Armed Services Commit­ 
tee today. 
The measure, approved after 
two days of hearings would con­ 
tinue the Selective Service Act 
until July I, 1967. 
Other major provisions of the 
administration bill would: 
—Extend for four years the law 
suspending restrictions on the ac­ 
tive duty strength of the armed 
forces. Committee Chairman Carl 
Vinson, D-Ga., said if that law 
lapsed, the Army would have to 
cut down by 115,000 men, the 
Navy by 162,000 and the Air Force 
by 361,000. 
—Continue the Dependents As­ 
sistance Act, under which men in 
the lower enlisted grades get in­ 
creased quarters allowances be­ 
cause they have dependents. 
—Extend the doctors draft and 
authority to grant special pay to 
physicians, dentists and veterin­ 
arians.

charged that a U.S. Navy destroy­ 
er “had the insolence of advanc­ 
ing to meet a Soviet merchant ves­ 
sel” as she prepared to take a pi­ 
lot aboard to enter Havana har­ 
bor. 
Other charges included what the 
ministry said were the molesting 
and impairing of work of two fish­ 
ing boats and the stoning of Cuban 
guards outside the Guantanamo 
base. The government charged 
Monday that U.S. servicemen op­ 
ened fire on Cuban territory. 
A Cuban broadcast heard in Key 
West, Fla., said a Soviet merchant 
vessel prevented two U.S. destroy­ 
ers from capturing a pair of Cu­ 
ban fishing boats. 
The broadcast said the fishing 
vessels, operating off the northern 
coast of Oriente Province, had to 
flee to port Monday because of 
harassment 
by 
the destroyers 
which were threatening to capture 
them. 
The radio also said that three 
U.S. destroyers harassed another 
fishing boat on Sunday. 
The Cuban government com­ 
plained for the second time this 
week of alleged provocations by 
U.S. forces at the Guantanamo 
naval base. 
The radio said American troops 
addressed obscene remarks to Cu­ 
ban border guards on Sunday 
“and only toe discipline of our sol­ 
diers averted an incident which it 
appeared imperialism was seeking 
to justify an aggression against 
us.” 
Earlier, Cuba alleged that shots 
were fired into its territory from 
Guantanamo and one of them 
killed a cow.

7 Are Lost 
As Bus Falls 
Into River 


NEW YORK (AP)—A hospital 
bus plunged into the East River 
when its driver was stricken, and 
seven of toe ll aboard are dead 
or missing. 
“The bus was completely sub­ 
merged. I can’t swim. I knew I 
was going to die,” said one of 
four survivors of Monday’s acci­ 
dent on Welfare Island. 
Elizabeth Newton, 41, said she 
literally hung on to the coattails 
of 
another passenger, 
Richard 
Haas, 36, who broke through a 
door and dragged her up to the 
surface. 
The bus careened off a road on 
Welfare Island when toe drivir, 
John Alberts, 51, apparently suf­ 
fered a heart attack. 
Six persons, including Alberts, 
are known dead. One woman is 
missing. 
Welfare Island, less than two 
miles long, is a narrow strip in 
the East River between Manhat­ 
tan and Queens. It is occupied by 
a city hospital complex. All those 
aboard the bus worked for the 
city’s department of hospitals, 
which operated toe vehicle. 
The bus catapulted off a sea 
wall and came to rest on its side 
near the shore. Before police could 
get there, tides swept the vehicle 
60 feet out into the river, 20 feet 
below the surface. 


LIMA, Ohio (AP)—“I did it. I 
got to see them born.” 
That was the jubilant cry of 
26 - year - old Barbara Axe, who 
Monday night gave birth to quad­ 
ruplet daughters in St. Rita’s Hos­ 
pital. 
“There’s nothing to it,” the 
proud father, Phil Axe, added. 
The birth of the tour infants, 
ranging in weight from 2 pounds, 
9Mi ounces to 4 pounds, 2Vi ounces, 
oame a week after she was told 
that she could expect quadruplets. 
Ait that time doctors said x-rays 
showed clearly that tour babies 
would be born. 
It was Mrs. Axe’s wish to see 
btu births. “Being a nurse, I would 
like to see them born, ’ she had 
said last week. “I’m snoopy.” 
She was given a local anesthetic 
and watched the delivery, doctors 
said. After toe births, she and the 
daughters were reported doing 
fine—the mother watching televi­ 
sion from her hospital bed, tfffe 
daughters in incubators. The bab­ 
ies were born about one monto 
prematurely. 
The couple has three other chil­ 
dren—Cathy, 3; Chuck 2, 
and 
Timmy, I. The father is advertis­ 
ing manager for the Lima Citizen. 
The father, along with the ob­ 
stetrician, Dr. Vernon Noble, and 
the pediatrician, Dr. C. J. Stech- 
schulte, met newsmen at a press 
conference today. 
Dr. Stechschulto said toe quads 
are identical and are “doing very 
well today.” He said that the three 
larger girls will be given some 
water today, and that the four will 
remain in isoletes for toe next 
few days before being transferred 
to incubators. It is possible the 
three larger girls will be discharg­ 
ed in two weeks, but the fourth, 
due to the weight problem, will 
remain longer in the hospital, he 
added. 
Axe said “I feel wonderful. It’s 
a feeling I don’t think I’ll ever feel 
again.” 
Asked about the traditional ci­ 
gars, he said “win I have to get 
a carload?” 
He said no names have been se­ 
lected for the quads as yet be­ 


cause they can’t seem to find four 
names that seem to go together. 
The father said that by chance, 
last November he bought a five- 
bedroom 
house, 
“not realizing 
that within a few months I could 
use all five bedrooms.” 
Asked if he and his wife planned 
having any more children, he said 
“God willing, we’ll probably have 
more.” 
Mrs. Axe remained in high 
spirits in her hospital loom “After 
you give birth to four beautiful 
girls, how can you help but feel 
good,” she said. “I feel, oh, oh, so 
like it isn t happening to me but to 
somebody else.” 
The quads have received two 
gifts thus far. One, a promise of 
tuition-paid scholarships to Lama 
Catholic Central High School, and 
a year’s supply of baby food.

bons along its 981-mile length und­ 
er a prediction of some additional 
rain today. Bank-full conditions 
are considered the last stage be­ 
fore the river rises to flood level, 
the spokesman said. Some Ohio 
River flooding was anticipated far 
upstream from Cincinnati in the 
Wheeling, W. Va., area, possibly 
by this afternoon. 
The Weather Bureau outlook for 
Southern and Central Ohio count­ 
ies called for more rain today 
after a letup in the early morn­ 
ing hours. Some local areas were 
told to expect amounts ranging 
from two to three inches. The 
bureau said however, that this 
fainfall probably would be spotty. 
Elsewhere, Mayor David Evans 
declared a state of emergency in 
Newark after it appeared the 
Licking River and its tributaries 
would reach flood stage. Families 
on the city’s South Side were be 
ing sheltered at emergency quar 
ters in schools 
and churches. 
Some evacuations were precau­ 
tionary, authorities said. Newark 
was hit hard by the 1959 floods. 
Ait Springfield, the Mad River 
was only about three feet below 
its 1849 foot flood stage early 
today. Authorities there also set 
up emergency shelters for those 
whose homes were threatened. All 
three of the lailroads running 
through Springfield — the New 
York Central, Erie and Detroit, 
Toledo and Ironton-^were inundat 
ed. 
Residents of New Lexington in 
Perry County were without gas 
after an ice jam broke a six-inch 
transmission line of the Ohio Fuel 
Gas Co. AM of the community’s 
1,450 gas customers were awaiting 
restoration of service, expected by 
mid-morning. The break occurred 
in a creek south of Junction City 
and plans called for a temporary 
line to be built over the water. 
Rainfall readings reported by 
the Weather Bureau at Columbus 
at I a.m. today for the preceding 
24 hours showed the Cincinnati 
area had received 3.01 inches, 
Dayton 2.61, Columbus 2.53 and 
Akron 1.19. The tiny community 
of BourneviHe 
near Chillicothe 
recorded the largest amount in 
the 24-hour period—3.6 inches.

The 
storm left 12 dead along the Jer­ 
sey coast. 
The beach was wider then, but 
a stranger wouldn’t know that. It 
is smooth and unmarked now. 
A four-block row of concrete 
cradles at the edge of the shore 
is the only discordant sight. The 
stauncho look out of place now 
because the boardwalk that rested 
on them was ripped off by the 
ocean that rose in wrath, March 
6 and 7, 1962, against the New 
Jersey shore towns that d r a w 
their life from it. 
A visitor today would walk onto 
a wide, 14-foot-high sand dune, 
built by the Army Corps of En 
gineers, to look at the Sea Isle 
City beach. He would be standing 
on the graves of 285 homes. 
“Generally, in these storms, the 
first tide is it,” said Horace J. 
Haffert, who has lived in Sea Isle 
City all his life. 
Tuesday morning, March 6, the 
ocean lashed out. At high tide, 
waves slammed with sledgeham 
mer thuds against the 
home- 
fronts. 
At high tide that night, Haffert’s 
parents and brother, flooded out 
of their homes, were in the living 
room of his three-floor guest house 
on the beach. The bulkhead of the 
next-door property collapsed un 
der the furious waves. The ocean 
rolled 
over 
Haffert’s 
bulkhead 
and smashed in the front door 
Upstairs in the living room, Haf 
fert realized what was happening 
“I told my wife to take the kids 
—we have six—and get out the 
back stairway. At that moment 
just as 
I 
said 
it, 
the house 
cracked. The living room tilted 
up like this,” he said, raising his 
palm to a 30-degree angle. 
They all got out safely but the 
next morning, Wednesday, March 
7, their home, lying askew on its 
foundations, began to break up. 
By night, it was a pile of rubble. 
The entire beach-front row of Sea 
Isle City looked like a flooded 
lumber yard. 
Up and down the Jersey coast, 
the scene was repeated in town 
after town. 
“This made 
the hurricane of 
1944 look like an April shower,” 
said Reynold Thomas, mayor of 
little Harvey Cedars Borough on 
Long Beach Island. 
In this community, which has 
only 126 year-round residents, but 
a few thousand in the summer, 
the storm’s havoc is still starkly 
visible. Behind Long Beach Boule­ 
vard, the skeletons 
of houses 
swept hundreds of yards from the 
beach lurch in all directions. 
One year after tile storm inflict­ 
ed these devastating losses on the 
shore, the best word to describe 
the attitudes in the hardest-hit 
towns is optimism. Officials are 
hard put to name a resident who 
has moved away. Most summer 
people are rebuilding their homes. 


EDITOR’S NOTE: A new and 
important issue has cropped up 
in coMective bargaining between 
labor and management in this 
year of troubled labor relations.

AP Labor Affairs Writer 
WASHINGTON (A P )-The latest 
spasm of labor strikes, terrible as 
it has been, is a symptom of 
something worse—a bad case of 
real and fancied economic jitters. 
The symptoms are devastating 
enough. The recent 34-day East- 
Gulf Coast docks strike crippled 
the nation’s foreign commerce and 
cost an estimated $800 million in 
lost business and wages. That is 
a dollar which the federal govern­ 
ment would be proud to claim as 
a budget surplus. 
Newspaper strikes in New York 
and Cleveland have cut off whole 
cities from their daily papers for 
long periods, damaged community 
business and posed a question 
whether some publications can 
survive. 
Big space-missile firms have re­ 
cently barely escaped shutdowns. 
Walkout threats lie ahead in 
number of key industries. The 
railroads, for example, face

labor crisis in the next few months 
and nobody seems to be doing 
much about it. 
Too often strikes are chaotic, 
wasteful, brutal and inconsiderate 
of the public interest. 
Too often, also, more attention 
is focused on cures for the strike 
symptoms than on cures for the 
basic economic disease that some­ 
how goads labor-management pro­ 
tagonists into trying to kill off 
each other at the public’s expense. 
Behind the turbulent labor rela­ 
tions scene, management and la­ 
bor are in a giant squeeze. 
Each is puzzled and piqued be­ 
cause increases in profits and 
wages don’t come so easy any 
more. The economic pie they cut 
up isn’t growing as much as it 
once did. Each side is feeling a 
pinch. 
Fierce new sales competition— 
at home as well as abroad—has 
made it even more compelling for 
employers to automate, streamline 
the production process, and cut 
costs. Raising prices has become 
increasingly difficult. 
A resulting shortage of jobs in 
a constantly expanding work force 
leaves workers grimly intent on 
hanging on to the ones they have. 
They worriedly seek higher pay 
and job safeguards against the 
future. They 
sullenly 
complain 
about the boss’ 
suddenly taut 
purse string. 
It obviously 
would be much 
simpler for an employer to trim 
obsolete manpower, or “feather- 
bedders,” from his payroll if a 
full employment economy provid­ 
ed jobs elsewhere. 
The underlying economic tur­ 
moil has created new tensions in 
labor-management 
relations. 
It 
helps explain why, although the 
number of strikes hasn’t increased 
significantly, the walkouts that do 
develop are far more desperate 
and irreconcilable. 
Secretary of Labor W. Willard 
Wirtz has said, “The public reacts 
more vehemently to a kick in the 
shins than to an attack of eco­ 
nomic arthritis.” 
Wirtz acknowledged the citizen­ 
ry is fed up with the shin-kicking 
it has been getting lately—and is 
about ready, should another ma 
jor labor crisis come along, to 
support compulsory arbitration, or 
some other tougher method for 
dealing with big strikes than is 
presently authorized. 
If labor and management fail

As paralyzing as some recent 
strikes have been, there are even 
more ominous clouds gathering on 
the labor relations horizon.

pensions and insurance benefits. 
The year 1964, a presidential 
campaign year, is also potentially 
chock full of labor strife. Some 
of the biggest labor-management 
contracts will fully run out then, 
including James R. Hoffa’s major 
Teamsters trucking pacts, Walter 
Reuther’s agreements with the top 
auto firms, and David J. McDon­ 
ald’s contracts with the big steel 
companies.

Britain's Alternative 


Great Britain, faced by the task of re­ 
framing its foreign trade p olicy after be­ 
ing refused Common Market membership , 
has turned b a c k to its p artners of the 
Europ ean Free Trade Association. 
The EFTA, the “outer seven" nations, 
including also Portugal, Sweden, Norway , 
Denmark, Austria and Switzerland, was or­ 
ganized as a rival to the “ inner six" na­ 
tions of the Common Market. 
At a two-day ministerial meeting in 
Geneva, EFTA p ledged 
dismantling 
of 
trade barriers among members by 1965, 
a y ear before the Common Market is 
scheduled to arrive at the same goal.

Native Floridians argue that if 
the Russians are going to fire off 
any expensive atomic explosives 
from Cuba, their aim will be cit­ 
ies well to the North as well as the 
local rocket installations at Cape 
Canaveral. But if Floridians seem 
relatively calm about the direct 
military menace (rf Cuba, they are 
apprehensive about the political 
safety of the whole Caribbean re­ 
gion that lies directly under th e 
horizon to the South.

In worrying about galloping sub­ 
version Floridians are far more 
realistic than those who are prim­ 
arily concerned over the amount 
of Russian military power t h a t 
may be stashed away in Castros 
isle. For if Communism is to win 
f u r t h e r victories 
in L a t i n 
America, it will be by methods al­ 
ready tested in Cuba itself. T h e 
methods emphasize trickery, not 
the use of missiles. 
The technique (rf Communism, 
as has been demonstrated in Cuba 
is to proceed to its objective by 
indirection. After all, Fidel Castro 
did not take Havana by armed as­ 
sault; indeed, he did now move 
out of his guerilla stronghold in 
the Sierra Maestra until it had be­ 
come apparent that the army of 
Dictator Batista would not fight. 
When C a s t r o did finally move 
into Havana, it was to the huzzas 
of all manner of Cubans who hop­ 
ed for- a free democratic republic 
based on private property and 
bourgeois capitalism. It was only 
later that the democratic Cubans 
woke up to the fact that Commu­ 
nists had taken over Castros guer­ 
illa forces by an infiltration presid­ 
ed over by Fidel Castros Com* 
muiust brother Raul. 
Once in control in Havana, Fidel 
Castro, abetted by brother R a u l 
and the Argentine Marxist Adven­ 
turer “Che* Guevera, proceeded 
to weed out even the anti-Batista

officers in the old Cuban army, re­ 
placing them with trusted Corn­ 
in u n i s t operatives. T h e whole 
thing was accomplished by stealth 
— and the Cubans were present­ 
ed with a fait accompli long before 
Fidel Castro admitted to the world 
at large that he had been a Marx­ 
ist all along. 
This is the classic pattern of 
take-over which Communism can 
be expected to follow in any coun­ 
try that is not contiguous to Rus­ 
sia or to Red China. The recipe is 
first to make sure that the army of 
the existing government will n o t 
support the regime. Then, once 
the capture of the State has been 
achieved by having victory pre­ 
sented to “democratic” forces on 
a platter, the trick is to make cer­ 
tain that the centers of power are 
transferred .to Marxists who have 
hitherto concealed their true ideo­ 
logical identification. 
W h a t drives anti - Communists 
crazy is that this method of com­ 
bining the techniques of im moral­ 
ism and 
infiltration 
has 
never 
been a secret. The anti-Commun- 
ist warnings fall (rn deaf ears be­ 
cause Americans, being open and 
moral themselves, cannot real­ 
ly believe that stealth will be used 
by the e n e rn y. 
Long 
before 
Washington had become convinced 
that Fidel Castro was in league 
with the Communists, a bright re­ 
porter, Alice Leone Moats, who 
happened to have sources of infor­ 
mation in Mexico, exposed the 
Communist nature of the Fidelista 
movement. But Miss Moats’s art­ 
icle, which appeared in William 
Buckley’s “National R e v i e w”, 
sank without a ripple. Miss Moats 
fate as an anti-Communist prophet 
was s i m i l a r to that of Benja­ 
min Stolberg, Eugene Lyons, Wil­ 
liam Henry Chamberlin, Sidney 
Hook, Sol L e v i t a s, Nathaniel 
Weyl, Daniel James, Isaac Don 
Levine and many others I could 
name. All of them tagged Commu­ 
nism to rights on the score of its 
stealthiness years ago. But very 
few Americans are even aware of 
their n a m e s . These are not t h e 
sort of writers who are recruited 
for work in the White House or 
appointed as Ambassadors.

Guide to Better Health

There have been a number of 
research 
reports 
purporting 
to 
show that radiation, even in tiny 
amounts, has a harmful biiological 
effect on humans. For example, 
that it is unwise to expose preg­ 
nant women to X-rays because 
there may be 
some deleterious 
genetic changes. Also that it is 
wise to protect people of child­ 
bearing age aginst exposure to 
radiation via X-rays because of the 
potential genetic harm. 
However, most of the scare re­ 
ports have concentrated on the re­ 
lief that radiation tends to short­ 
en fife span. According to this the-1 
ory, its e f f e c t s are cumulative J 
and will c a u s e , over many years j 
organic breakdowns 
b e c a u s e 
the body has been left wide open 
to infection due to lowered resist-; 
ance. 
But this theory Is far from be- j 
ing proved. Unless someone main­ 
tains accurate records covering 
the use of X-rays on hundreds of 
thousands of human beings and 
then studies the results after some 
thirty or forty years have gone by. 
the theory will remain nothing but 
a contention. Thus far, most (rf the 
life-shortening 
theories 
evolving i 
from radiation studies have been I 
based 
entirely 
on e xperiments 
with laboratory animals. 
These studies of 
the possible 
harmful effects of X ray radiation 
serve a useful purpose. The pur­ 
suit of knowledge is the lifeblood of 
the scientist. But it is one thing to 
use the knowledge, another thing 
to abuse it. 
Yet even if the life-shortening 
theories thus far postulated were 
proven beyond doubt to be accu­ 
rate, how much lifespan would the 
average person lose if he were ex­ 
posed to X rays in a periodic health 
examination e v e r y year for fif­ 
ty years? The answer has been 
worked out. The loss might come 
to about one hour of lifespan for 
every year of exposure. 
We are faced with the problem 
of making a calculated risk to de­ 
termine whether or not the bene­ 


fits are greater than the risks. In 
the case of chest X-rays, or even 
in the case of diagnostic X-rays 
(an entire series), the benefits far 
outweigh any possible risk. 
I have found that most persons, 
in spite of all the scare reports, 
will accept radiation when in need 
of it for therapy or diagnosis (rf a 
possible serious ailment, without 
the slightest hesitation. Ironically, 
however, when it comes to the 
routine chest X-ray for a periodic 
health examination, some express 
apprehension over the w i s d o m 
of subjecting themselves to the J 
X-ray . Admittedly it is not yet a I 
serious problem for most doctors, 
but even if only to erase your fears 
the best thing you can do for your­ 
self is to e l i m i n a t e entirely 
from your mind the problem of 
taking X-ray examinations. 
You can be sure that if there is 
any established risk in excess of 
the benefit, your doctor will be the 
first to know about it. 
Any time you are advised that 
you are in need of radiation—whe­ 
ther for routine examination, treat 
ment or diagnosis—don’t hesitate 
to e x p o s e your fears, if any, to 
your doctor. He will be more than 
willing. I’m sure, to set your mind 
at ease.

In the early day s of the first 
Soviet

naive Western diplomat said to a

heirarchy : “ Yes, you can mak e 
Sputnik s, but you can t mak e re­ 
frigerators or nylon panties.” 
The woman replied: “True, Mr. 
Ambassador, but I think it’s going 
to be a lot easier to go from 
Sputnik s to nylon panties than it 
will be to go from nylon panties 
to sputnik s.” 
Today in Moscow, you can buy 
all the frilly nylon panties you 
want at prices ranging from $2.75

years of American-Russian talks 
on disarmament and banning nu­ 
clear tests the whole business still 
looks like a haunted house. 
Two ghostly figures stare in the 
window but never come in: Red 
China and France.

And 
China has said it will never be 
bound by a settlement it didn’t 
negotiate itself.

The two Com­ 
munist giants may become ene­ 
mies. Russia can’t tell Red China 
what to do. Russia bas an arsenal 
of nuclear weapons. China has 
none. 
In case of trouble, China would 
be at Russia’s mercy. So, it’s 
taken for granted China is work­ 
ing overtime to develop its own 
nuclear weapons supply. It hasn’t 
advanced far enough for a test 
yet. 
It can be assumed China will 
test when it’s ready. These rea­ 
sons make any hope of getting 
China not to test look fragile. But 
there are 
more, 
in the 
total 
wretchedness of relations between 
this country and Red China. 
The Chinese Communists have 
not only said they would not be 
bound by any treaty they did not 
negotiate, but they said that they 
won’t negotiate a test ban treaty 
with the United States unless this 
country recognizes them as the 
legitimate government of China. 
This 
would 
mean 
recognizing 
their right* to Formosa. This the 
United States refuses. 
And, since it’s backing Chiang 
Kai-shek on Formosa, it could 
hardly sell him out to get Red 
China to talk about a test ban. 
Therefore, there’s no reason to 
think Red China won’t test even 
if this country and Russia agreed 
not to. 
Would the United States in such 


a case be stuck with ifs no-test 
agreement? Not necessarily. Ar­ 
thur H. Dean said earlier this 
year before he resigned as the 
top American negotiator in the 
test ban talks with Russia that 
in any treaty with Russia this 
if some other country began test- 
country would insist on a provi­ 
sion to let it end the agreement 
if some other country began tset- 
ing. 
The Russians, on their side, 
would want such an understand­ 
ing, too, because of the unpre­ 
dictable American ally, France, 
which 
has 
already 
had 
some 
atomic explosions and wants to 
develop its own nuclear force. 
President 
Kennedy last year 
told a news conference it “ quite 
obviously wouldn’t protect Ameri­ 
can security” if there was an 
American-Russian test ban agree­ 
ment and some other nation be­ 
gan testing. 
But he said: “ We have a good 
deal of hurdles to overcome be­ 
fore we come to this particular 
question.” 
He 
had been asked 
about Red China. 
Last week Jacob D. Beam, an 
official with the U.S. Arms Con­ 
trol and Disarmament Agency, 
said: “We are not able af this 
time to predict that either France 
or Communist China will sign a 
test ban treaty. 
“ Even if France and Commu­ 
nist China failed initially to ad­ 
here to a test ban treaty, we think 
a treaty concluded between the 
major nuclear powers would offer 
some advantage if it did nothing 
more than prevent or delay the 
IO or a dozen other potential nu­ 
clear powers from acquiring nu­ 
clear weapon capability.” 


Reporter Looks Back Decade to Stalin s Death 


EDITORS NOTE—Ten years ago 
Pulitzer prize-winning AP corres­ 
pondent Eddy Gilmore sat the 
death watch for Joseph Stalin. 
Now, a decade later, he has re­ 
turned to the Soviet Union to ob­ 
serve what Stalin’s death has 
brought to the U.S.S.R. And what 
changes have been rung.

MOSCOW (AP)—Joseph Stalin 
died here IO years ago today— 
an event that brought a revolu­ 
tion in the lives of 220 million 
people. 
A decade after the demise of 
the old dictator, great changes 
have taken place in this vast land, 
covering one-sixth of the earth’s 
surface. 
First and 
foremost, the un­ 
speakable sufferings of people in 
every section of Soviet life—at the 
hands of the dreaded secret po­ 
lice—have been relieved. Stalin’s 
successors, more especially Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev, have choked off 
the near absolute power of the Red 
cops. 
There has been a remarkable 
upswing in the standard of living. 
By 
Western 
standards, 
many 
things are extremely costly, but 
that is not the point. 
The point is that IO years ago 
they just couldn’t be bought. 
In the early days of the first 
Soviet 
Sputniks, 
an 
unusually 
naive Western diplomat said to a 
woman member of the ruling 
heirarchy: “ Yes, you can make 
Sputniks, but you can t make re­ 
frigerators or nylon panties.” 
The woman replied: “True, Mr. 
Ambassador, but I think if s going 
to be a lot easier to go from 
Sputniks to nylon panties than it 
will be to go from nylon panties 
to sputniks.” 
Today in Moscow, you can buy 
all the frilly nylon panties you 
want at prices ranging from $2.75 
to $16.50 for 
a 
super pair of 
panties and a matching slip. 
As for refrigerators: Ten years 
ago they were almost as rare as 
Kentucky bourbon in the Kremlin 
and those that existed refused to 
work in hot weather. Still not e<a«y 
to get, there are, nevertheless, 
plenty of them in Soviet apart­ 
ments. 
Housing still is desperately short 
of the clamoring demand. The gov­ 
ernment admits it. House-building 


is going forward at a great pace. 
Ten years ago I’d seen toilet 
tissue in the Kremlin—but no­ 
where else. Todiay ifs on sale 
from Leningrad to Rostov-on-Don 
at the equivalent of 25 cents a roll. 
Here are some current Moscow 
prices: 
One lemon — (best grade) 35 
cents, (second grade) 28 cents. 
Man’s shirt—$6.75 to $12. 
Man’s suit—$77 to $141. 
Good grade overcoat—$285. 


Socks—$2.75. 
Toothpaste—33 cents for a small 
tube. 
Mens shoes—from $28 to $46. 
Food prices are high, too. 
Butter—$1.80 a pound. 
Steak with bone included—$2.20 


a pound. 
Ham—$1.87 a pound. 
Eggs—not always easy to get— 
$1.71 a dozen for the best quality. 
Yet I saw long lines of buyers 


and I watched one man buy 30 


lemons at the equivalent of 35 
cents each. 
Most of these items are high by 
Western standards, but the point 
is that IO years ago they were 
as much as 5 to IO times as high— 
when they were available at all. 
This does not mean that were 
Stalin alive today, these items at 
the current prices would not be 
available. They probably would be 
available. But milliors of people 
now buying them wouldn’t be non- 


sumers. They’d be inmates of 
prison camps. 
In October 1961, the 22nd con­ 
gress of 
the Communist party 
bauished Stalin’s body from his 
resting place beside Lenin in the 
big red marbled tomb in old Red 
Square. 
Today, Stalin’s body lies be­ 
hind Lenin’* tomb, near the Krem­ 
lin wall, beneath a plain atone 
slab that says: “J. Stalin 1879- 
1953.”

U.S. Capital Market 
Viewed os Being in 
Very Heolthy State 


NEW YORK (AP)—The capital 
market—both the amount of mon­ 
ey available and the amount bor­ 
rowed—bas hit a high. At least 
that essential for economic growth 
is on tap as needed. 
And there are signs that several 
sectors of the economy will be in­ 
creasing their visits to the capital 
market. Various levels of govern­ 
ment will be spending more, and 
borrowing to ck* it. Some industries 
are stepping up their plans for in- j 
vestment ova: the sedate pace of, 
1962. Consumer intention polls in- j 
dicate Americans plan to buy 
more big ticket items on time. 
Hie sum of mone^ raised for in­ 
vestment and credit needs in 1962 
by personal and corporate sav­ 
ings, by the banking system and 
other thrift institutions, and by the 
federal, state and local govern­ 
ments reached a peace time record 
of $63.1 billion. This was $14 bil­ 
lion more than in 1961. The Life 
Insurance Association of America 
says the previous high since World 
War ll was $57 billion in 1959. 
Borrowings few mortgages, other 
consumer debt, for business needs 
and government use rose to $62.9 
billion, s gain of $14.3 billion over 
IMI. 
Many 
corporations have 
an­ 
nounced plans for more expansion 
WiiM year. For example, the metal­ 
working industry, in the final three 
months of 1962, hiked its appropri­ 
ations for new plants and equip­ 
ment 70 per cent over the funds 
set aside in the previous quarter. 
Th* total of $1.4 billion is the larg­ 
est since the first quarter of 1957. 
Iron Age magazine says most of 
this sum wifi be spent in 1963. 
The metal working industry in­ 
cludes primary metals, fabricated 
metal products, both electrical and 
nonelectrical machinery, transpor­ 
tation equipment, including autos, 
and instruments. 
Tbs Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York reports today that the 
largest net increase in credit in 
1962 was in the mortgage field. It 
nays much was due to increase in 
new construction. But lending was 
stimulated “apparently also by an 
increase in borrowing against ex­ 
isting buildings.'* 
The insurance group’s break­ 
down of use of funds in the capital 
market says that a record $24.4 
button went into mortgages, large­ 
ly on one to four family nonfarm 
housing. Some $5.5 billion went 
consumer credit. 
Business raised $15 billions by 
corporate bond and stock issues 
ami badness credit. The Federal 
Reserve Board says outstanding 
business loan by banks rose by 
more than $4 billion, ar 9 per cent 
—tvrice the rate of the previous 
year, with demand strongest in 
Ow second half of 1962. 
Where did all the funds for in- 
Vestment and credit come from? 
Individuals pot up most of it 
through their savings. Thrift insti­ 
tutions added $22.9 billion to the 
market. 
This 
included 
growing sums in life insurance, 
seringa awd loan associations, mu­ 
tual savings banks and corporate 
pension tends. The gain over 1961 
was $2 billion. 
The commercial banking system 
added $29.7 bifiion, also up $3 bil­ 
boa. This reflected both die Fed­ 
eral Reserve policy of credit ease, 
firing the banks more funds to 
lend, and a spurt In time and sav­ 
ings deposits after interest rates 
were raised. 
The three levels of government 
offered SS billion for credit needs 
from federal, state and local gov­ 
ernment investment fundi. 
Corporations, fire and casualty 
companies and foreign investors 
contributed $14.5 billion to the U.S. 
capital market, against $8.8 billion 
the previous year. 
Economic growth depends on 
many factors. But a major force 
is the health of the capital market. 
It teems to be very good.

Here are tile impressions 
of one of the group, the network’s 
Washington correspondent.

WASHINGTON 
(AP)—Two of 
the most striking impressions you 
get in Cuba are that there are 
so many guns and so many 
Russians. 
Almost half of the people carry 
machine guns, rifles or pistols, 
To a Canadian, it seems a little 
unusual to be greeted by a hotel 
doorman carrying a Czechoslovak 
burp gun or by a pistol-packing 
room clerk. Militia boys and girls, 
some as young as 15, carry guns. 
One young militia girl I saw was 
carrying a rifle almost bigger 
than die was. 
I went to a Russian motion pffc- 
hire one evening and noticed that 
many boys and girls out on dates 
at the movies lugged along their 
guns—a 
somewhat 
incongruous 
sight as they held hands with one 
hand and carried their guns with 
the other. 
While initially at least there is 
a measure of alarm at the sight 
of so many guns, you get a feeling 
of some frustration at the sight 
of so many Russians. Cubans 
young and old constantly mistook 
us for Russians, apparently be­ 
lieving any fair-haired person is 
a Soviet citizen. 
While I saw literally hundreds 
of Russians dressed in civilian 
clothes wandering about Havana 
or jammed in the back of trucks 
rushing out to factories, I saw 
very few Chinese. The Chinese 
I did tee were by far the most 
properly dressed of anybody In 
Cuba, even wearing ties, some­ 
thing the Russians and Cubans 
generally do not do. 
Food is very short in Cuba, al­ 
though nobody :s starving, and :t 
is expensive in restaurants. Elder­ 
ly chicken and stringy pork are 
the main dishes, along with rice. 
Outside Havana, the food Is rath­ 
er less appetizing. 
We were in Cuba at the height 
of the sugar cane cutting season 
and the government had launched 
a nationwide campaign for volun­ 
teer cutters. The No. 2 man in 
Cuba, economic czar Ernesto Gue­ 
vara, spent two weeks cutting 
cane himself in Camaguey Prov­ 
ince. 
It was in the cane fields thai I 
interviewed him. With his black 
beard, 
chomping a cigar and 
packing what he catted a “ma­ 
chine-gun" pistol, he gave tile in­ 
terview beside a cane-cutting ma­ 
chine. His pistol, I was told, fires 
20 shots and he carries five 20-shot

GOP Solon Claims

WASHINGTON (AP)-Sen. Mike 
Mansfield today challenged Repub­ 
lican contentions teat President 
Kennedy has misled the public 
and

denied 
congressional 
leaders 
intelligence 
information 
on Cuba. 
Mansfield, the Senate Democra­ 
tic leader, said in an interview 
that Rep. Leslie C. Arends, R-Ill., 
had 
impugned 
the 
President’s 
patriotism by charging Kennedy 
knew before Oct. 14 the Russians 
were installing offensive missiles 
on the island. 
Arends’ charge—made Monday 
night at a GOP political lally in 
St. Petersburg, Fla.—was that the 
administration is not even “tell­ 
ing the full story of Cuba." at 
closed door briefings of leaders of 
both parties. 
Mansfield had this reply: “This 
congressman knows better than 
that. He has attended these meet­ 
ings and I don’t recall that he 
ever raised any questions or ex­ 
pressed any doubts.’' 
Arends, the deputy House Re­ 
publican leader and a member of 
the House Armed Services Com­ 
mittee, said Lt. Gen. Thomas P. 
Gerrity had testified that the Air 
Force “went into high gear to sup­ 
port the Cuban plan on the lentil 
of October." This was four days 
before Kennedy said he had re­ 
ceived the first hard information 
on offensive missile sites. 
“The lords of the Kennedy dy­ 
nasty have put into effect a sys­ 
tem for controlling the news so 
that we can learn only what they 
want us to know," Arends said. 
Mansfield said it was true that 
prior to the President’s action 
clamping a quarantine on Cuba, 
Marines were moving toward the 
Caribbean, the Strategic Air Com­ 
mand had been {Hit on “an extra­ 
ordinary alert, the Navy was put 
on a wartime basis and the Army 
was alerted, with many elements 
placed in a state of wartime 
readiness."' 
“But I resent any allegation 
that this administration has noi; 
been telling the full story of Cuba 
at leadership meetings," he said. 
“ It is just not true."
